All tlio «'''•« "t' I'x' Ililli'H'il ilistrici, 
away out, in tlio beaiiLiful conn try, on 
the roiiJ liotweeii two Htiifo towns ly- 
iiifj twenty niiloH iipiirt, wcro vexed 
badly enoiigli when tliey hoard that 
the new school teacher was a Miss 
Fuller from Dayton. Now, Home 
girls, especially young girls who have 
not lived long, nor had experience, 
nor the benefit of the society of cul- 
tured persons, sometimes think city 
bred girls are proud. This is a mis- 
lake. There are as many proud girls 
in the country as there are in^tho city. 
Hut, as we grow older, wo incline more 
and more to believe that there are no 
really ])ioud jioople nt all. We are 
very certain that there are nono in or 
about Pottsville. 

There is only one woman whom we 
know that anybody calls i)roud. We 
love her. She is handsome, does all 
her own work but the washing, dresses 
the best of any woman in the neighbor- 
hood, but cuts and fits and makes her 
own clothes, with occasionally consult- 
ing tho village dressmaker ; gives to 
the i)oor liberally, weeps with tlio.so 
who sorrow, walks like a (lueon, and 
has kind wonls for every one. If she 
is proud it is a commendable pride, 
which, after all, is only dignity and 
nobility of soul. , 

When Klora Fuller souj^ht to find a 
boarding ])lace in the Ililliaid district, 
no one wanted her. 'J'he Keard girls 
said : " Of conrso she is stuck up ; wo 
don't want her about." 

Tho Mannings said : "Those town 
girls lay abed late, and we'd rather 
have lier room than her nioiioy." 

Tho llickey girls said : " Look at 
her white hands and crimps ; and they 
say she has no K'.ss than three silk 
dresses, and her walking jacket is all 
a-dingle with this, that and t'other. 
No, we don't want her sitting up by 
her window watching us milking and 
churning, and maybe snining at our 
red liamTs and big foot." 

Mrs. 1 lovvlett had two little children, 
and did her own work and did not feel 
able to take another into her family. 

Finally one of tho directors put liis 
foot down more in anger than in earn- 
est, and sail! Miss i''iiller siiould go to 
his house whether bis girls liked it or 
not ; and so she went homo with good 
old Absalom Montague, a man wlio bo- 
liovod one ])er8on just as good as 
another if he kept out of jail and out 
of the poor house, and out of debt, 
and owed no man anything but good- 
will. 

'I'ho Montagues had two grown up 
girls, Mary and Harali. They slept in 
a bod-room adjoining the room of^ the 
Hchoolma'ain, and it.was u good while 
before they allowed themselves to be 
at all friendly with her. If she sat 
near the door they would hurry jxist 
before she would liavo an onportuiiity 
to speak to them. If slio walked 
out ill the evening they would bo (oo 
busy to go with her. When they 
went to tlio berry patch with their 
baskets and ]mils, they novor invited 
her to go with them. No she sat and 
knit, and crocheted aud read, al- 
though she longed for tho recreations 
that tho girls had. Hut her good 
time was coming. A good luovidenco 
provided a way. 

One ovoning good Absalom Monta- 
gue was brought homo HonseloBs. A 
wagon loadea with sheaves turned 
over on the st(*e|) hillside, and he was 
thrown with a force thutrendorcd him 



unconscious, and tho load folloii him. 

In their grief tiio daiigliter.'s forgot 
that they had biiilded a wall between 
themselves and the littlo school 
teacher. All formality was laid aside. 
Kven tho'mother heeded the sugges- 
tions of l^'lora, luul watclied (lie steady 
little hands as they worked iiiuler the 
direction of llio physician. During 
the few days and nights that followed 
the accident, their tearful eyes watch- 
od her every stop anil movement ; it 
was lier hand Hint droped the Huodyne 
so carefully, iind turned tho cool side 
of the ])illow8, and loosened tho ban- 
lago and bathed the bruises, and 
chirruped the tender words of cheer 
and encouragement. 

She knew how to nuike ])orridge 
that had the right taste ; how to com- 
pound little messes that gave strength 
and brought back the desire to get well; 
and she knew, too, the same old-time 
liyiniis and spiritual song that jtoor old 
Absalom hail heard and loved in his 
boyhood, when they fell from the lips 
of his mother. It was wonderful^ 
tho good that tho schoolnia'iun 
brought to thisslricken family in tlieir 
hour of need. She was tlieir all in all. 
And one evening, when the father was 
able to sit at tho tea-table, in a big 
chair, with blankets about, him, aud 
one am in a sling hanging useless 
against bis bosom, with a little twinkle 
in his eyes, the revelation comes out. 

lie could not help it. Flora had 
just laid a dainty bit on his plate, with 
all the sincere frankness of bis own 
(ihildren ; she was sitting besiile him, 
and ho said, looking at her as though 
she were a jiictiire or a ilowor : 

" I guess. Miss I^'lora, I couldn't 
have got through if you'd not been the 
doctor's assistant. 'I'ears like as if you 
knowedwlnit todoovery time without 
telling. We've never had any sicikness 
nor accidents in tho family at all, and 
our folks were all struck up in a lu^ap 
like, an' didn't know wiiero to take 
bolt." 

Then Flora said in her widowed 
mother's family there had been sick- 
ness and need of nursing, and they 
had known ))overly luul want, and had 
often been obliged to jiractice the 
closest economy to make a liviug. 

And, then, what mischief jiosscsscd 
the poor father we do not know, but 
in his own blunt, honest way, he told 
th(! story of why no one wanted to 
board tlie school teacher.

The 
mother grow almost as inirple as the 
swinging bells of the fuchsias nodding 
to the bree/.o that swept in at the win- 
dow, and tho father leaned back in 
his chair and laughed till his twink- 
ling eyes wont shut. Naughty old 
Absalom ! That was not fair. 

Then l'"l<)ra said she was so glad to 
know it, because it would help lier and 
iiiaybc help them, and it was so good 
when people fairly linderstood one an- 
other. 

There was no more constraint, and 
no more mystery after this. And this 
was how it camo about that there was 
freedom in the friendship between the 
families of the Kiillers and Montagues, 
and how the " sliKjk-iip little town 
girl " became helpful and useful, and 
really necessary to "my Mary" and 
"my Sarah." How she di({ laugh 
when the girls told that thoy were al- 
most afraiii of a girl who had three 
silk dresflos, and who wore suc'n a nice 
littlo cloth jacket, and had s'.ich pretty 
things. How could slio have them 
and be poor, wiis the ipicstion that 
pu/,/,lcd them. 

And one night after they hail gone 
to bed tlioy left the door open between 
their rooms, and Flora, leeliiig in a 
talkative mood, and all barriers being 
removed told them, as Mary saitl to her 
mother the next day, " lots of things." 
Was it possible that the daughter of 
tho poor widow made her pretty clothes 
out of old things ! the beautil'iil dress- 
es, ami the juiinly jacket and the 
fashionable hat, and handsome skirt I 
Ho she was like other girls, (uily, as 
Mother Montague said, " a good deal 
more so." And she was not above tell- 
ing others what she had learned and 
how tliey might go and do likewise. 
How glad they were tiiat father had 
set his foot down and had brought 
Miss Fuller home with liini, and made 
her welcome I That bleesed girl ! 

She told them how she camo to 
have three silk dresses. One, the gray 
and black, was hor mother's wdiling 
dress. It was frayed and shabby, liut 
with the helji of the dressmaker, who 
rented one of their upper rooms, she 
had turned it wrong sido-out, top to 
thebottom, back bread I iis to the front, 
and by making it over on a halfworn 
dark gingham skirt, with the addition 
of fresh linings, new bindings, but- 
tons and buttonholes, instead ot the 
old hooks luul eyes, and the white rib- 



bons of her mother's wedding bonnet 
dyed a pretty slate color and put in on 
a bow on the basque, tho dross was 
really prett;y and serviceable, especially 
for the warm summer days. It was cool 
and dressy in the afternoons, when she 
wore the silk skirt with a white polo- 
naise, tied a pink bow among her 
braids, and slipjied a bunch ofi>ansies 
with geranium leaves into one of the 
biitttonholes, or fastened them in with 
lace at her throat. 

The brown dress was most cunniug- 
ly sham. It was made Jon brown si- 
lesia of the same sliade, made very 
plain, and was the remains of an old 
silk dress (hat an aunt gave her, say- 
ing, "If that was dyed black it 
would make nice linings for something 
some day." Flora had often turned 
it over and held it to the light, and 
vvondered what she could get out of it:. 
It is a long story to tell, but she put 
this and that together, fortune favor- 
ed her or she took advantage of possi- 
bilities, aud finally tho brown dress 
blossomed out beautifully. Ashirred 
brown silk lionnet had lain for years 
among "the things " up stairs ; rip- 
jH'd and carefully i>re8sed, this yielded 
a nice big jiiece of shiney silk ; a 
breadth of silk of another shnde of 
brown had been given to her in her 
childhood among a lot of doll fi.xings, 
because there was a great dingy spot 
in it, a jilace, perhaps, where wine or 
gravy had been sjiilt on it, and ruined 
the lireadth irrevocably.

the objectionable stain. 

Then with the overseeing eye of the 
precise little dressmaker, tTie new silk 
dress progressed toward a state of satis- 
factory completion. There was plenty 
of material to make it in a jilain, pretty 
way without any voluminous folds or 
shirring or plaiting ; just a plain, 
neat, trim dress, faultless, and in good 
taste.

An old-fashioned black silk velvet vest, 
double-breasted, that had been hor 
father's ; was brought out by the 
mother, who said : " It is better for 
you to use it than to let it lie for years. 
I would like to see yon wear it." 

(]ufTs and collars were cut from the 
best of it, and the fragments and little 
pieces'.wcre used to cover button molds, 
which did indeed make boantiful but- 
tons. 

The basiiiie was made dotible-breast- 
ed. Thesilksof dilTerent shades work- 
ed into this basque with charming ef- 
fect, and the two rows of velvet nut- 
tons set oil the garment and made it 
jaunty and dressy, and just thp thing 
for a petite littlo body like Flora. 

While the schoolma'am was telling 
this to Mary and Sarah, and showin 
them, they would look at her so iw 
miringly, and then at each other and 
say : "'Well now !" " Well I do say !" 
" f declare for it !" And then, eager 
as little children, they said ; " Tell ns 
about the pretty bhuiK silk dress and 
about the cloth walking jacket," and 
they drew up nearer. 

What good friends these cosy little 
confidences did make ! How ])leasant 
it was to learn that Flora was not a 
bit stnck-nji! that she was kind, and 
true, and liel|iful ; that she never gave 
uj) to any discouragement ; that her 
i|uiet heart was loyal to every good 
iini)ulse, and that whatever she knew 
was free to all, if it was subservient 
to their comfort and hajjpiness. 

She had promised to stay a week 
with Mary and Sara, and help them 
" fix things " tip pretty and modern at 
a trilling cost. 

Well, if jioople wore better ac(|uaint- 
od, and know moro of one another's 
ways, and wore glad to be hcli)ful one 
toward another, many a path would be 
smoother, and many a life fuller of 
joy anil good will and kind endeavor. 
The lesson would be learned then that 
pride is a creature of the imagina- 
tion, that haughtiness has no root in 
the heart, and that it is enough for any 
life lo do its whole dntv to-day, anil 
not trifle away time. Iiojiing to do 
nobler work oil to-morrows tiiat may 
1 novor rise.

A few week« ago, the oit«- >;jX (Ufldo Iih hiial- 
11688 to coUiliiate the o]xiiii'is \)i the l';ant Uivor 
Ilridge. The booming of ennnoiiH and the Hhrill 
wiiiHtlea of Kt*>amors and tho rnnli of nx-kets, 
hailed IIiih marvelouH Btrnoiiiro all day long. We 
are jiiHtly proud to nay that we havo the largcKt 
BUHpeiiBiim liridge in the world. No engineer, 
Vxifore (Mvil Kiigineer Itoeliliiig, had reaoliod tho 
Huniniit of mechanical acliievoineiit. I.obs than 
one hundred years ago, the idea of Imilding a 
liridge of Huh kind waH ridiculed, but art and 
Bcioiioe havo wrought great wondora Hinee that 
time. In tho memory of men yet living, Stevon- 
8on, tho groateHt living eiigincer, had divlarod 
that "the principle of the KUHpeiiHion bridge 
could never »afoly bo applied to hridgea of large 
mzo." Hut when ho came to seo the site of bin 
own greatoHlbridgo near Montreal, the train that 
carried him rolleif Hafoly acroHH tho Niagara on a 
8Uniiennioii liridgo 'I'ho gcniuH of a Hoobling 
hail wrought wnat he proiioiincod impos»iblo, 
and paHiwd on from one height to another— from 
Niagara to Kaat Uivor. In tho face of tbia ox- 
amplo, who dare any anjjht ia impoaaiblo to 
Amerioan genius and American patience? Tlieae 
bridges ntaiid as iiiouumenta to bIiow how Anieri- 
caiiB can create, but they ara not less able to 
adopt and imiirovo the noble ideas of otliora. 

Knowledge ib power. Without it, liarlmrity 
might oxiat in all part» of tho world. Ignorance 
lovoa darknoaa ; knowlthlge lt>,e» light. Igno- 
rance does evil ill the world ; knowledge does 
good. Ill ancient times, education waa confliied 
(Uily to few iXHiple of high ^ocial standing ; tho 
rest were excluded from enjoving ita l>enortt. 
The children of darkness and ailenco wore look- 
ed upon as degraded and inferior. Tliey wore 
thought to be intractable, and wore slaves to the 
GoildoBa of Ignorance, wlio had roignod over 
them till tlfty years after the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury dawned. Ablie do 1' Kiwo, of Franco, waa 
the llrat founder of a school for tho doaf and 
dumb. He I'scuod hiiiidredg of them from the 
iKindago of ignoranco. Hi« name is immortal. 
His memory is hold in (irufound gratilmh) by all 
educated mutes, lint f<n- liim, they might iioyor 
be oiilightened. Kxisteiioo would bo any tiling 
but happy to them, as they would ooiiMtantly 
wondor whonoe they cjuiie, what they were, aiul 
whore thoy would" go wlien they die. They 
would l>e bimlona lo thcinaelvea and to tho piili- 
lic. Hut, happily, such is not the caao. Hun- 
dreds of Rchoolahave been establiBliod for their 
intellectual and moral welfai-o, Ixith in the New 
and Old Worlda, where the Way of Life ia dia- 
cloHOd to them. 'J'lKvuaanda of them are inde- 
pendent, and arc moving in good aocioty. 

In thoBo daya, tho telegraph and stoamship 
were not invo'ntod, and ne»-< (raveled alowly. 
Hut when the nowB of this |U':vt boiietit to a 
whole clan* of human laiiuHH readied Ameiica ai 
last, it toucbed the hearts of warm-hearted iiieii 
iiere, who delormiiied that, though it was not 
their invention, thoy wonld uao it and improve 
it, too, for the l«>no'tit of American mut*iB. Tho- 
ma« H. Oallaiidot, Laurent Clerc and Harvey 1'. 
Teet, LLl)., father of our proseiiflViiioipal, de- 
serve honorable mention here. The llrat iiained 
gentleman, having previoiislv acipiirod a knowl- 
edge of the lut of teaching tlie silent, in Kranco, 
through tho kiiidni>aB of Abbo Sicard, who anc- 
ceedou Al>bo do 1' Kix'o on his death, was the 
means of oslabliahing the Ih-at institution in 
America. It waa called " The American Aaylum 
for the Doaf and Dumb." (lallandet brought 
with him Laurent Clerc, a young mute, when be 
left Pranci', to aid him in liis noble oaiwr. 

It is Hftld that groat enlorpriBea grow alowly. 
No one could predict the aplondor of ancient 
llomo from a view of the lirat collection of Inita 
on the Tiber. So it waa with tlii.s Iiiatitution. 
Ill its youth, it waa weak and sickly. The Aiiieri- 
can ABylum 8o far outshoiio it that many forgot 
there waa a Now York Institution. It waa not 
until Harvey T. ^^H^I, who had previoualy he- 
caiiio acipiainted with (be mule language at the 
American ABylum, bocomo solo head of this Iii- 
atitution, that it began to ttouriah. Wo take 
pride in aayiiig that it i« now the largest inalilu- 
tion in tho worhl, and haa educated more mutes 
than any other. An inslitution so Ix'autifiilly 
situated, surrounded by «o tfruat a variety of 
picturoaipie scenery, can not bo found aiiv where. 

Hut time llios, and I niUBt hasten on. \Vo, loo. 
though deaf, arc American freemen. The Name 
blood flows in our veiiia as in those of our apcak- 
ing brethren. We breathe the same air, we are 
moved by the same impulsoa, and, tliaiika to you 
gentlemeii of the lioard of Dii-eclora, wo enjoy 
the Baiue advantage of education. I stand liert? 
to-day, deaf Biiice four years of ago, to aay that 
deafness, though a heavy burden in tho race, 
does not bar any of iiiy cla«8 from any honora- 
ble pursuit. 

In tlie law, tho inability to deliver Rn oration 
may seem a fatal ohBtacle, liut a mute, by study, 
could take up many aixvialitica of the law. 

In nuxlicino, it may lie said that the mute 
wonld Ik! at a diaadvantago. Mo would he, hut 
blind mon havo booomo dootoni, and ho might 
doaf ones. 

I could tiiKo up other arts and handicrafts, and 
aiul show that some dogrt'ca of aui'cess is open to 
us in all, with perhaps the aiiigle exception of 
niuaic, but I must pasa on to tho sad duty which' 
spocially falls to my lot to-day.

On Wednesday, May 16th, at 7 p.m., 
the Mule Circle seated an attend- 
ance of sixty persons at Farwell Hall 
Building, to view a wtsll illnstrated 
magic lantern exhibition given by 
Saniuel Norris, who was educated at 
the Miinchester School for deaf-mules 
in England. While he had hours of 
leisure, be painted good viewed pic- 
tures on glass. After this exhibition 
was over, a card of thanks was unani- 
mously given to him for the exhibition. 
The Circle stayed soeially till 10 i-.m. 

The Circle met again, Wednesday, 
June Ctli, at the same hour as usual. 
An audience in allondance consisting 
of fifty-tivo silent souls, listened to au 
hour's lecture on " Wonders of tho 
INlind, ' delivered by Lars M. Larson, 
who related that people in ancient 
times had more powerful memories 
while those in modern times had more 
extensive memories, and mentioned 
many who committed to their peculiar 
memories long passage of poetry, and 
also gave out some interesting ac- 
counts of certain persons, who had 
performed snch extraodinary things as 
were governed by their remarkable 
minds. After business was done, 
Lars Larson, Chester Codman, Chas. 
Angle, and J. Blood, did wisely with- 
draw from their respective offices of 
the Circle, owing to some dissalistied 
feeling among the mutes.

Accident to n lieal-mule. 

William L. Feldpuxcli, aged 18 year*, «on of 
Henry Feldpusnb, a tailor, residing at No. 230 
N<>rth Bond Street, Baltimore, Md., met with a 
very ijainfiil : on the afternoon, Friday, 

June 2Uth, losiilt fatally. The young 

man is nadly alllicli^d, l>cing a deaf-mntii, and 
had only returned borne a few days since from 
his school in Frederick, Md., to s|>eiid bis sum- 
mer vacation. Yesterday afternoon he obtaine<l 
p<!miission from iiis mother to go and see a 
game of bafiei>all tietween two Juvenile clubs near 
the place where Mine Bank lane crosses Urn 
Union railroad. His mother oonsent<xl an<l ho 
went out to the grounds, taking u|i his pr.sition 
on Mine Bank bridge. He wa* so interested in 
tiKi game that he leaned too far over the bridge, 
lost liis l>alanc«) and fell some distance U) the 
ground Ijelow, injuring himself internally. Ho 
was <:arried home and attended by Drs. Seldncr 
and Malmn. This morning he was a little easier, 
but remains in a vf^ry precarious and dangerou* 
condition. 

WEAK-MUTES. 

Only a short time ago, deaf-mutes were con- 
sidered worthless, and they were not deemed of 
HufHcient im|Mrtaiico to merit attentiim ; but 
rinee institutions have been established where 
they can be edi)cat<!(l, and are proved to ixjs- 
soas superior intell»«ts at least some of them- 
they are being guarded more zealously of late. 
While 8<jme cases are congenital, \>y far the 
great<n' numlxir are acquired. It I* impossible 
for a child to s|ieak that has never heard ; and 
tbe auditory apparatus of many infants, that i* 
perfect at birth, may be p<.-rnianenlly injured, if 
not entirely destroywl, by the carelessness of 
mothers or nurse*; fur instance : a nliild only a 
few wo4;k*, it may be days, old i* put into a 
baby-carriage and wheeled down the street and 
left, i)f>*Hibly, while its mother docs a great deal 
of shopping, on the sidewalk, at the fool of 
Sfjme *lairway or in an ojien hall, a very common 
'Kv;urrence In all citie*, where there b< always a 
draught, and allowed to remain there, it may be, 
for liour* asleep ; and tbe result Is a simple 
•(jold'at first, but this being continually ag- 
gravated extends from throat through I'.usta- 
chian tulws to ears, when those important or- 
gan*, from inflammation, and it may Iks from 
inppuration, Ijecome forever diseased, and the 
child, never twariwj sound, fails to artiiitUilv 
Ihem.— fMenllJlc OaH/f/mUm.

To insure not <inly 
tliostT two classes of iieople, but hearing 
people also. 4. I/ast, but by no means least, 
to |irovi<lo for the future necessities of 
the wives, widows, <irphanH, or other 
friends of all who jirociire policies from 
the Ass<i<Mation. 

Not only Males are admitted, but the 
door of admittance to our Association 
also stands "ajar" for the lienetlt 
of fomale, members. This Association 
makes no exceptions in favor of either <if 
the sexes. After a proper medical i^xamlna 
tion is ]inssed in favor of the applicant, a 
favoraiilo certilicate fnmi the examining 
lihysicians entitles the applicant, by pay- 
nieiit of the initiatciry fee of )|S5.00, and an 
lid Vance assessment in pro|iortion to Ills or 
her age, to a certificate of miMiibersliip In 
the Association. The ailvnnce assessments 
are made in order to provide for the firnt 
death loss which may occur; and, to provide 
llie treasury with ready funds with which 
to adjust succeeding death losses, ' im- 
mediately uiiou the death of a member, 
each member of the Association will 
be assessed as provided for in the by-laws. 

UiiliUe other assessment associations 
which collect ipiarterly dues from eiuOi of 
their memliers of from |l to 11.50. 12 00. 
#2. .')(), or lUn.OO, added to from |(I.IM) to 
ilO.OO iikitialory fees, the Deaf Mutes' 
Mutual Henellt Association requires only a 
ifi.'i.OO initiiitory fee, and iii> iiclicr (lues save 
in case of ileatli of a meinlior, provided for 
by the tiy-laws, except in rare cases, and In 
case of our annual dues offl.oi). The 
reason why our assessmc^nts are so low, is 
because we have no high salaried oIllcerB to 
enrich tlienmelves from its treasury at the 
expense of tlie meinbi^rs. The only )iaid 
otilcer of the Association is the Secretary- 
treasurer, and he is only paid for time and 
labor actually spent and renderiKl. 

Associations whlidi do not, like ours, 
rei|uiro annual dues, collect much higher 
assessment rates, aggregating to their 
niemlxTS a much greater total expense than 
ours, their assessment ranging from $1.00 
to i|!H.O() or more per member, whereas our 
asseMsmeiit notes, as per schedule, are but 
from )|tO..'»0 to l|(2.r>0. No life aHS<iciation 
I'liii bi! found in America worked upon a 
better plan, or at so small expense to mem- 
bers as ours. 

When W(^ attain to a membership of 2.- 
TiOO, which we soon shall, if every available 
deaf and hearing man and woman will be- 
come memliers. we shall pay each and every 
ileath loss the full amount of l|!:i,0(H). Un- 
til that time arrives we shall pay il(>ath- 
losses, immediately upon iiroper proof of 
the death of a member, the amount of once 
the scheduli^ rale of assi'ssment upon each 
member ot the Association. 

The difference in cost In favor of our As- 
siiciation, compared with the oldllne com- 
panies, in a l^ew years, amoiinls to a sum 
which will enable numy a man or woman to 
pursue their adopted occupation without 
the fears and realities <if poverty uneiiual to 
the jiayment of their debts, the forec^osurn
